Thrasher said the Atlanta cen- 
ter would require at least $5 mil- 
lion to get started. 


Atlanta is the logical site for 
treating the mentally ill because 
of the availability of trained psy- 
chologists, psychiatrists and other 
doctors, he said.

basis, he added. 


Even if higher salaries were 
paid to doctors at the Milledge- 
ville hospital, Thrasher said, not 
many would want to go there.

CAIRO, Egypt (#}—President Nasser turned his at- 
tack on communism to the Soviet Union Monday night 
and accused Soviet Premier Khrushchev of distorting

The United Arab Republic pres- 
ident, in a Damascus statement 
distributed by the semi-official 
Middle East News Agency, 
scorned Khrushchev’s charge that 
Nasser wants to bring Iraq into 
the U.A.R. 


Nasser has been airing a steady 
stream of charges against Com- 
munists in the Arab world since 
last week’s unsuccessful rebellion 
against the leftward-leaning gov- 
ernment in Iraq.

Nasser’s statement was a com- 
ment on Khrushchev’s declaration 
at the signing of a Soviet-Iraqi 
economic agreement in Moscow.

The contrast between treatment of 
the mentally ill in Kansas and in Geor- 
gia should cause every citizen of this 
state to hang his head in shame. 


The two states spend approximately 
the same amount on an annual basis for 
support of state hospitals but there the 
similarity ends. 


Eight of every 10 patients admitted 
in Kansas are discharged within a year. 
The patient population has been reduced 
to less than 4,000. 


Commitment to the Milledgeville State 
Hospital usually is regarded as a life sen- 
tence. The number of patients has risen 
steadily, except for a slight drop in fis- 
cal 1958, until the total is now some 
12,000. 


The series of articles from Topeka by 
staff writer Jack Nelson showed reasons 
why Kansas ranks at the top while Geor- 
gia lags miserably. 

Kansas has three mental hospitals 
where emphasis is upon treatment, rather 
than one huge warehouse mainly devoted 
to custodial functions. 

The three hospitals have 80 doctors. 
Some 60 residents on the staff are en- 
gaged in psychiatric training. There are 
out-patient clinics and guidance centers. 

Georgia, of course, herds all its pa- 
tients to Milledgeville where a medical 
staff of 48, only five of whom are psy- 
chiatrists certified by the American Psy- 
chiatric Assn., are expected to do what 
they can under the circumstances. It 
amounts to pitifully little. 


The salary scale and prestige of the 
Milledgeville State Hospital are not such 
as to attract the larger medical staff and 
additional psychiatrists that are so badly 
needed. 


Mental health experts agree that more 
than one-third of the institution’s patients 
probably could be released in a short time 
if the hospital were adequately staffed. 
This is the worst indictment possible of 
Georgia’s apathetic approach to the entire 
problem. 

Kansas, however, was no better than 
Georgia 10 years ago. Public apathy there 
finally was jolted sufficiently to bring 
about dramatic reforms. 


Surely there is reason to hope that . 


the current reports on conditions at the 
Milledgeville hospital and the investiga- 
tions thereof will remove the fog of in- 
difference toward the treatment of Geor- 
gia’s mentally ill.

Middle East Still Is 
A Region in Ferment 


Renewed troubles in the Middle East 
add to the general ferment in world af- 
fairs, much.of it on the periphery of the 
Soviet Union. 

This region again is on the verge of 
war as a result of revived nationalism, 
Communist divisive tactics and the smol- 
dering hatred and fear of Israel. 

The United Arab Republic is nearing 
a complete break with Iraq, which has 
become the focal point for Communist 
activities in the Middle East. Precipi- 
tating the crisis was the abortive revolt 
against Premier Kassem’s government in 
Iraq, a revolt which the Iraqis blame 
upon U.A.R, President Nasser. 

Brought clearly into focus is President 
Nasser’s alarm over advances of the 
Communists in the Arab world, especially 
in Iraq. They have won a clearcut victory 
in opposition to Nasser’s brand of Arab 
nationalism. Instead of moving toward 
the U.A.R., Iraq has moved to the left. 

The developing crisis, coming at a 
time when the West has its hands full 
at Berlin, illustrates the ability of the 
Communists to undertake probing adven- 
tures in many areas along their borders 
with the free world. Nasser is learning 
the unpleasant fact that playing footsie 
with the Communists pays off only so 
long as it suits Moscow’s imperialist 
aims.

John Salling is dead at the age of 
112 years in Kingsport, Tenn., and there 
remains, of all the great throng of men 
who went to war in 1861, one last lone 
warrior. In Houston, Tex., Walter Wil- 
liams, aged 116, lies critically ill. Both 
were Confederates. 


“The fighters who fought for them- 
selves in the old clan-fashion, 

Army of planters’ sons and rusty poor 
whites, 

Where one man came to war with a 
haircloth trunk 

Full of fine shirts and a body servant 
to mend them, 

And another came with a rifle used at 
King’s Mountain 

And nothing else but his pants and 
his sun-cracked hands... .” 


There were so many of them left in 
1865, though the fields and woods often 
had been thick with their dead. There 
were the long years of reunions when the 
still young men gathered. Then they were 
middle-aged. And almost suddenly they 
were old, with tremulous legs and minds 
that were forgetful.

Every man who fought in that war 
because of a sense of duty was right. The 
South they fought for, the pastoral, slave- 
holding South, is no more. It passed be- 
fore they did. The Union remains, It, too, 
lives in a new world and requires new 
strength. 

There is a sadness in the dying of the 
old man in the medical-smelling clinic at 
Kingsport. There will be more of this 
when death summons the last survivor of 
the War Between the States. We salute 
them both. They leave us a tradition and 
a legend which is a part of our folklore. 
There will be no more wars like theirs. 
And we like to recall, too, that the sol- 
diers and the generals didn’t hate each 
other. It was the politicians who talked 
hate.

The President’s action created 


consternation in Washington; sev- 
eral members of the Cabinet re- 
signed; and opposition and col- 
umnist attacks on him and his 
administration were even more 
severe than when these same per- 
sons were demanding that Presi- 
dent Eisenhower ‘“‘take the initia- 
tive” and “‘lead.” 

The Cabinet members who re- 
signed made these statements to 
the press: 

Secretary of State Adlai E. 
Stevenson: “It is a time for great- 
ness, as I think I have suggested 
before, but this is more great- 
ness than I had in mind.”

Now after 22 formal hearings 
since 1935, producing 6,400 printed 
pages of testimony and exhibits, 
totalling some three million words 
with 900 witnesses being heard in 
the Territory and in Washington, 
the state of Hawaii is being wel- 
comed with open arms. 

For the first time in history the 
Senate Interior and Insular Af- 
fairs Committee unanimously rec- 
ommended a state for admission 
and Senate Bill 50 will make Ha- 
waii the 50th state with the no- 
table high of seven Southern sen- 
ators joining in approval. 

Here are the principal factors 
and facts behind this action: 

Is Hawaii continguous? Hawaii 
doesn’t touch the continental 
United States but it is nearer to 
the main body of the nation than 
many other states, including Cali- 
fornia, were when they were first 
admitted. In travel and in com- 
munication Hawaii is closer to 
Washington, D. C., than Boston 
and New York were when the Re- 
public was founded. Certainly the 
United States must control the 
sea and the air from Puget Sound 
to Pearl Harbor as long as there 
is a nation. : 

Can Hawaii pay its way? It has 
a population of 600,000 people— 
larger than the population of any 
state at the time of admission 
except Oklahoma. Its population 
now is larger than that of Ver- 
mont, Delaware, Wyoming, Ne- 
vada and Alaska. It has a strong 
economy and for years has paid

Weed Out Your Doubts 


And Grow 


Near to God 


By PAT BOONE 


When we began these talks I told you I think our 
whole future, our sense of identity and purpose center 
around our faith. For me, God is not only the center of 
the entire universe, but the center of my personal life. 


What I mean is that during my 
trip through the teen-age I got 
to know God in a more inti- 
mate, personal way than I ever 
had before. And you can do that, 
too. 


The teen-age is such an impor- 
tant time in our spiritual growth 
because usually we arrive at our 
teens amidst environments that 
raise different ene The en-

country music. 
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vironments or backgrounds fall 
roughly into three groups. You 
can pick out the group in which 
your surroundings and experi- 


ence have placed you. 
Group No. 1 knows ABOUT 
God, and right there it pretty 


much stops. That’s not much 
practical value for comfort. In- 
dividuals in this group have often 
got attendance awards at church 
or can name the books of the 
Bible just as they can recite the 
states of the Union. If you ask 
them if they believe in God, they 
look hurt and say “of course.”’ 
But then, if you ask me if I be- 
lieve in the Einstein theory, I 
can say “yes,” too, although I 
am not one of the 12 people in 
the world who understand it! 


KNOWING GOD 


This may be better than noth- 
ing, but not much better. Know- | 
ing about God is very different 
from knowing God. And some- 
where in the teen-age something 
usually comes up that cannot be 
solved by any facts about God. 
You need God Himself! 


Group No. 2 arrives in the early 
teens having known and felt God 
as very real in every way during 
their childhood; but now that 
faith is challenged. 


I remember very clearly some- 


we need as the questions come 
up. This is to grow into a per- 
sonal knowledge of Him that can’t 
be shaken. 


LITTLE KNOWLEDGE 


The third group to which I 
refer arrives at the teen age with 
very little knowledge, teaching, 
example, or encouragement; per- 
haps not even much apparent in- 
terest. But somewhere in here, 
either through trouble, or curiosity 
or some person who ‘‘glows’’ for 
them, they begin to feel a need, 
or just to “‘doubt their doubts.” 


I remember overhearing two 
brothers one day sitting on a wall 
in deep discussion. They came 
from a non-religious home where 
there was a good deal of drink- 
ing and very little “glow” for 
kids. One was 13 and the other 
11, and the older one said to the 
younger: “Look, there ain’t any 
God, just like there ain’t any 
sky.”” The younger one looked 
solemnly up at the blue above 
him and said: “Okay. Then what 
is that up there that ain't?” 


This is a leading question. But 
following the lead is entirely an 
inner matter, because it is within 
ourselves that we have to find 
Him. It just isn’t any good to 
argue and debate. 


We all start our search with 
exactly the same equipment. It 
doesn’t matter what our back- 
ground is. Each of us has at his 
or her disposal identical means 
for finding God as the real center 
of life. First, there is our intellect, 
our mind or ability to think and 
reason; second, there is our heart, 
where we feel, where we experi- 
ence love and joy, praise and 
gratitude; third, is our ability to 
pray, to communicate and talk 
with God; fourth, is the oppor- 
tunity each of us has to try in our 
actions to keep His command- 
ments and trust that He in turn 
will keep His promises.

thing that happened when I was 
12. Mama had taken me over to 
the Milford Smiths for the after- 
noon. Milford Jr. and I pitched 
ball in his folks’ back acre until 
I threw a wild curve that got 
away from him. The ball van- 
ished in the tall grass. For half 
an hour we searched. Then mama 
called, “Time to go’ in that I- 
mean-business voice. Suddenly I 
thought, ‘“‘Why don’t I pray?” So 
I shut my eyes and said: ‘‘Please, 
God, help me find the ball,”’ and 
when I opened them I was look- 
ing right at it. 


To me at 12, this was a proof 
of God’s reality and His interest 
in my affairs. Then at 13 I heard 
that word ‘“‘coincidence,”’ and 
began to wonder. 


I don’t think there’s anything 
wrong with wondering about such 
things. Actually, in searching out 
answers that satisfy us, we are 


getting to know Him better. The 
danger is that if we don’t seek 
answers and let the doubts grow, 
they can choke off our faith, and 
we drift away from Him. The 
trick is to face the doubts right 
on the spot while they’re stil!

searching for the answers that 


In dealing with my own doubts 
and fears, the first thing that oc- 
curred to me was that we accept 
a lot of forces that are invisible 
simply because of the evidence 
of them. I hate to think wheré 
you and I might be without the 
force of gravity, but I’ve never 
seen it. I've never seen the North 
Pole either, but I know if I hold 
a compass in my hand in Holly- 
wood, Calif., or Leonia, N.J., the 
needle is irresistibly drawn to 
ward it. And just so, a part of 
every person seems to be ifre- 
sistibly drawn toward God. I see 
the evidence of His laws all 
around me. 


The same instinct that draws 
our souls toward God seems to 
tell us that this mighty Force is 
a great and loving and good One, 
because it draws our troubles 
and problems to Him just as sure- 
ly as gravity holds us right side 
up. We seem to feel His perfect 
justice because we are “right 
with the world” if we keep His 
laws, and pretty miserable if we 
break them. 


Along with this instinct, we can 
also use our intelligence or rea- 
son.

NO ROOM FOR DOUBT 


A great chemist, Sir William 
Crookes, wrote: “I cannot imag- 
ine the possibility of anyone with 
ordinary intelligence entertaining 
the least doubt as to the existence 
of a God—a Law-Giver and a Life- 
Giver.” Sir William is one of a 
tremendous host of brilliant 
scientists who have been worship- 
ers of God. 


In connecting this Law-Giver 
and Life-Giver with my personal 
existence, I have been taught, 
as a member of the Church of 


principal authority. But how did 
I come to accept the Bible as 
“gospel truth’? I began to study 
the Bible as history. It proves 
accurate! 


Other history confirms the Bi- 
ble, and so does science. Sir 
James Jeans, an eminent British 
physicist, astronomer, and author 
wrote: ““The tendency of modern 
physics is to resolve the whole 
material universe into waves and 
nothing but waves; these are 
waves of two kinds; bottled up 
waves which we call matter and 
unbottled waves which we call 
radiation or light. . . . These con- 
cepts, reduce the whole universe 
to a world of light, potential and 
existent, so that the whole story 
of creation can be told with per- 
fect accuracy and completeness 
in the six words, “God said, Let 
there be light.’ ” 


Along with our natural instinct 
and our intelligence, our heart is 
a channel for knowing God. The 
heart—my heart at any rate—is 


always the part that wants to be- 
lieve. It was my head that tried 
to get me mixed up. All I have 
to do to feel Him in my heart is 
to go outside on a beautiful clear 
night and stand alone under the 
stars. At times like that I am so 
aware of Him that I talk to Him 


aloud. 


There is no room for doubt or 
fear! 


The instinct to prayer seems to 
be another response to an irresist- 
ible force. 


ALL WILL PRAY 


You let any human being get 
into enough of a jam and he will 
pray in some way. In a tight spot, 
the confirmed nonbeliever will 
pray as quickly as the devout. 
Whether you believe now or not, 
the day will come when you will 
pray! But often, this sudden ur- 
gent interest in God won’t have 
a very lasting effect. 


I myself believe that when we 
pray we should ask what we have 
need of, just as we are taught in 
the Bible. We should ask for oth- 
ers as well—our families, our 
friends, even our enemies. And 
the Bible promises the believing 

prayer will be answered. But if 
we don’t get exactly what we ask 
for, we aren’t sure we're getting 
through. 


Just the other night my oldest 
daughter, Cherry, at the close of 
her prayer, said: ‘‘And dear God, 
could you please speak a little 
louder. I can’t quite hear you!” 


Sometimes we feel the same 
way. We ask, and ask, and won- 
der if we're getting an answer. 
But we forget that “‘yes” isn’t 
the only answer possible. 


I remember when my wife Shir- 
ley and I moved to Denton, Tex.., 
I needed a job very badly. I 
prayed and prayed, and pounded 
on the doors of all the radio and 
TV stations in Fert Worth and 
Dallas with no results. One sta- 
tion, WBAP, I didn’t try because 
it was the biggest and most un- 
likely to hire a semi-amateur. 
When I kept getting turned down, 
I finally approached WBAP. They 
hired me on the spot. That was a 
good deal of waiting, and I didn’t 
like it much, but in the long run 
His plan was a. lot better than 
mine!

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Dentist Labels 
Laziness No. 1] 
Enemy of Teeth 


Laziness remains the No. 1 
cause of dental troubles for adults, 
a Fort Worth dentist said here 
Monday at the 47th annual Thomas 
P. Hinman Dental Clinic at the 
Municipal Auditorium. 


Seven of every ten teeth lost 
in persons over 32 because of 
periodontal disease, commonly 
known as “pyorrhea” or “‘gingi- 
vitis,’’ to the gums and jawbones, 
Dr. John F. Prichard said. 


“Tt is rare to find an adult pa- 
tient who has lost all his teeth 
due to decay, but common to find 
one who has lost all as a result 
of periodontal disease,” he said. 


The reason for the widespread 
occurence of periodontal disease, 
he noted, is that it is usually pain- 
less without overt symptoms. 


‘‘Many people have this disease 
that ravages the mouth in a quiet 
but positive manner and are not 
aware of the problem until it is in 
a terminal stage with the subse- 
quent loss of all of the teeth.” 


The main cause of the disease 
is the improper or inadequate 
use of the toothbrush, leaving 
food residue and tartar in the 
mouth, Dr. Prichard said, 


And there’s no toothpaste on the 
market that will replace the need 
for brushing teeth after each 
meal, he said. “It’s not the tooth- 
paste but the brush” that helps 
prevent periodontal diseases, he 
added. ‘‘There’s no substitute for 
a food-free mouth.”

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Childless Cou ples Beware

Frantic, frightened and full of 
despair, Marion P. faced the fu- 
ture as another unmarried 
mother in Atlanta. Besides the 
shame which one careless mo- 
ment had brought down upon 
her, Marion was also faced 
with the realization that some 
plans must be made for her yet 
unborn baby. 


She finally sought the advice 
of a well-meaning physician 
who offered to take the baby 
after birth and give it to a 
couple who desperately wanted 
a child. As a result, another 
contribution was made to At- 
lanta’s flourishing gray market 
—a market which though unor- 
ganized, still barters with over 
50 per cent of all babies in 
Georgia eligible for adoption. 


According to Catherine Bol- 
ing, executive director of the 
Child Service Assn., doctors, 
lawyers, ministers and other 
private citizens have unwitting- 
ly contributed to the growth of 
Georgia’s gray market. Often 
without seeking any remunera- 
tion for themselves, the unli- 
censed dealers in new-born 
babies were merely trying to do 
a good turn—a turn that would 
help the plight of a desperate 
unmarried mother and at the 
same time solve the problems 
of a couple wanting a child. 


MAIN OBJECTION 

“One of the main objections 
we have to this illicit dealing 
in babies other than the legal 
aspects of it is the fact the 
time element involved is #0 
short, there’s a great risk of 
the mother changing her mind 
after the baby was placed and 
wanting it back again,” said 
Miss Boling. 

“Tf ywnmarried mothers would 
just come and consult us before 
they make any rash decisions,

Frantic, frightened and full of 
despair, Marion P. faced the fu- 
ture as another unmarried 
mother in Atlanta. Besides the 
shame which one careless mo- 
ment had brought down upon 
her, Marion was also faced 
with the realization that some 
plans must be made for her yet 
unborn baby. 


She finally sought the advice 
of a well-meaning physician 
who offered to take the baby 
after birth and give it to a 
couple who desperately wanted 
a child. As a result, another 
contribution was made to At- 
lanta’s flourishing gray market 
—a market which though unor- 
ganized, still barters with over 
50 per cent of all babies in 
Georgia eligible for adoption. 


According to Catherine Bol- 
ing, executive director of the 
Child Service Assn., doctors, 
lawyers, ministers and other 
private citizens have unwitting- 
ly contributed to the growth of 
Georgia's gray market. Often 
without seeking any remunera- 
tion for themselves, the unli- 
censed dealers in new-born 
babies were merely trying to do 
a good turn—a turn that would 
help the plight of a desperate 
unmarried mother and at the 
same time solve the problems 
of a couple wanting a child. 


MAIN OBJECTION 

“One of the main objections 
we have to this illicit dealing 
in babies other than the legal 
aspects of it is the fact the 
time element involved is so 
short, there’s a great risk of 
the mother changing her mind 
after the baby was placed and 
wanting it back again,” said 
Miss Boling. 

“If unmarried mothers would 
just come and consult us before 
they make any rash decisions,

Miss Boling’s comment on the 
sterlization bill suggested in 
North Carolina which would 
give the state the right to ster- 
ilize all unwed mothers after 
they’ve had two children was:

“T am a wild life ranger with the State 
Game and Fish Commission and am fa- 
miliar with the streams in Murray County,” 
wrote Mr. Whitener. “I am happy to be able 
to set your mind at ease about any back 
water from such a dam reaching your prop- 
erty. Holly Creek does not empty into the 
Coosawatee River but empties into the 
Conasauga River and the Conasauga and 
Coosawattee rivers unite in Gordon County 
at least 20 miles southwest of the proposed 
dam site.” 


That certainly was a load off my mind 
and now I can go ahead with my search for 
hollyhock plants to screen off our outhouse 
without fear that flood waters will sweep 
them away or that newly formed legions of 
yachtsmen will overrun them with their boat 
trailers.

At Holly Creek and Trombones | 


So many of you have called in to offer 
help or advice or to commiserate with me 
on the problem of mailing a trombone that 
I feel I owe you a report. The trombone has 
safely and triumphantly arrived at its des- 
tination—the United States Coast Guard 
boot camp, to the delight of its owner and 
the apparent amusement of his superiors.

can wheedle and whine but I haven't a 
grain of top sergeant crisp decisiveness in 
me. And when I give an order and they 
say, ‘Just a minute, wait till I finish this,” 
I not only wait but sometimes I forget that 
I ever asked them to do it anyhow. I doubt 
that he can count on the military’s waiting 
or forgetting. 


But there is a thing I never thought of 
before that the military doesn’t require or 
foster in the young that comes in mighty 
handy nonetheless. And that’s a quality of 
observation and pleasure in newness that 
they must learn from their families or 
teachers or friends. When I read of his 
struggles to roll the things in his sea bag— 
apparently a most meticulous operation de- 
signed to teach both precision and patience 
—I can see that the very strangeness of it 
attracts him like travel in a foreign land. 
He sees the need of it, he is amused at the 
all-out-of-proportion importance the task 
takes on in the eyes of the neophytes and 
his own struggle to conquer. a recalcitrant 
raincoat has an element of pleasure in it. 


This receptiveness to new experiences 
will never pass for military efficiency, I 
know that. But it’s useful. It’s the differ- 
ence, maybe, between sleeping your way 
through a train trip and looking at the 
country.

The ovaries, whole or partial, 
which are left in place do most 
of the work assigned to them 
by nature just as if the uterus 
were also in place. Hysterec- 
tomies have to be done especial- 
ly for fibroid tumors which are 
so large that they cannot later 
be absorbed, or when they cause 
excessive bleeding, which is not 
unusual with this type of tumor. 


Of course malignant tumors 
must also be removed as soon 
as the diagnosis is made. This 
diagnosis can be made accurate- 
ly in many cases by the examina- 
tion of cells from a vaginal 
smear; thus many lives of young 


.and older middle-aged women | 
have been saved by the early 


removal of wombs in which a 
cancer is developing.

man. 

But before the 
more than half 
a dozen big pow- 
er and flood con- 
trol projects and 
10,000 farm ponds :

Just the idea of a new fishing 
hole accounts in part for Geor- 


gians moving on to lakes and | 


ponds. But trip after trip to fish- 
shy rivers was an added incen- 
tive. 


A boat trip down the muddy 
Ocmulgee River from Macon to 
Hawkinsville Saturday with mem- 
bers of the Macon and Hawkins- 
ville Boat Clubs called attention 
to two things. 


There are still many, many 
more fishermen along the river 
banks than you might think. 
And, the log-snarled and silt- 
filled river is in such deplorable 
condition at some points, it is 
amazing that there is any ma- 
rine life at all. 

The snagging operation the

Then the 
wastes that have been poured 
in them have changed the once 
natural habitat. And of course 
poor logging practices in many 
places account for the log jams 
you see.” 


The latter problem is of par- 
ticular significance in our moun- 
tain areas, where the rapid flow 
of water in trout streams is of 
prime importance to fish of this 
species. 

Trout streams are the excep- 
tion in Georgia, but elsewhere 
our river and stream fishermen 
have been neglected.
